THE FUTURITY OF 1896. 



No matter what its value the Futurity holds 
first place as the American two-year-old event. 
Sometimes it fails — on account of the notions of 
owners— to get the best together. But such 
failures are rare. Ben Brush was absent last 
season. Generally the Futurity field is large 
and made up of the selects. The stake’s value 
has averaged over $50,000 for eight years. The 
$67,675 race of 1890, which Potomac won, was the 
richest and that of 1892, worth $40,450 to Mor- 
ello, the poorest. The Coney Island Jockey 
Club estimates that the 1896 race will be worth 
$60,000 or $65,000. It is to be run at Sheepshead 
Bay, Saturday, August 19. 

Here is a present statement of the Stake’s 
condition. It closed January 2, 1894, with 920 
nominations of which 169 are void. There were 
212 declarations at $10; 77 at $20; 42 at $60 and 
6 at $70. Thus 414 colts and fillies are still eligi- 
ble, The remaining chance to get out is at $100 
each, July, 15, 1896. 

Of the 414 still eligible there is little general 
knowledge. Some 250 are in Eastern stables and 
have not yet raced. The same mystery is about 
part of the California brigade, nearly 100 strong. 
The balance of the entries are miscellaneously 
Western. The sharp figure of the lot is C. T. 
Patterson’s good coit by Order — Victorine— Or- 
nament, who has won all his three starts in com- 
manding style. Ornament is a great colt with 
the infirmity of restlessness, which at times ap- 
proaches insanity. Eugene Leigh has three in. 
They include Tom Smith and La Duchesse. 
Bill McGuigan’s chance is with Moncrieth, and 
Jas. E. Pepper has in seven, including Meadow 
thorpe, and Chas. H. Smith, five: Eidolin,Oxia, 
Distynna, Loyaletta and King’s Counsel. 

The California entries are many and puzzling. 
Burns & W’aterhouse have nine chances. Among 
the firm’s entries are Altamax, Parthamax, 
Howena B, Adam Andrew and Col. Wheeler. 
All but one of this lot has already won. 

That royal sportsman, Marcus Daly, has 
twenty-eight live Futurity chances. Matt Byrnes 
may get one out of the band that will be a con- 
tender. J. B, Haggin has twenty-three entries, 
the Elmwood folks five, and Walter Hobart 
seven, including San Mateo, the Salvator— Iris 
colt, half brother to the speedy Peril, who beat 
Macdonough’s Orestes in a $5,000 match race at 
Ingleside a few days ago. Orestes is eligible, 
too. He is W. O. B. Macdonough’s Ormonde — 
Kissing Crust colt. If Orestes is a star his light 
is yet to be uncovered. Palo Alto has nine Fu 
turity chances, all as yet unknown to the fame 
of the turf. 

Naglee Burk, of San Jose, Cal., a good sports- 
man, who has sent Brioso, Bellicose and Cres- 
cendo east, has three winners in the eligible 
list. They are Dolce, the sister to Crescendo, 
Dolore and Dura. Santa Anita has six live 
nominations Altivo, El Delecado, Teodolina, 
Rey de Angeles, Umberto and Veloz. Califor- 
nia does not seem to have a wonder. San Mateo 
may be a good colt. The Baldwin lot is said to 
be an unusually good one. Its racing must tell 

The eastern Futurity two year olds have yet 
to parade. The Brookdale lot is thirty-four 
strong in the Futurity list. Jimmie Rowe may 
nava a winner among them. Mr. Belmont’s 
Blemton nominations are seventeen in number. 
Hyland is a keen man with two year olds and 
from the Belmont band may produce a sharp 
Futurity candidate. The Keenes have ten 
chances. Lakeland may send out a contender 
from this half score. Most of them are English 
bought or English bred. The Morris brothers 
have five live ones in the Futurity list. None 
have raced as yet. 

Gideon & Daly is represented by five, and 
David Gideon by two : Eakins, the Iroquois— 



Carlotta colt, and Slow Poke. Unless an acci- 
dent smothers Eakins, he will be the Futurity 
favorite. The colt was wonderfully tried last 
fall. He was bred at Belle Meade and bought 
as a yearling for Gideon & Daly by Gideon for 
$5,600. When the partners differed and dis- 
solved by sale, Gideon paid $12,500 for Eakins 
and has since declared to win the 1896 Futurity 
with him. Gideon is keen with Futurities. Al- 
ready he has landed three and $163,575, with His 
Highness in 1891, The Butterflies in 1894 and 
Requital in 1895. 

Come what may though, the Futurity is almost 
certain to produce a noble race from a patrician 
field of large size. It is one of the events that 
stimulates a turf and calls out the effort of both 
breeders and owners of the best class. 



ST. LOUIS BETTING QUARREL. 



St. Louis, Mo., May 16.— Alex Ullman, the 
betting ring lessee, had trouble with the book- 
makers before the draw-in at the Fair Grounds 
He wanted to charge them enough to make up 
$1,600 per day unless sixteen drew in. Nine of 
the books, including Walters & Hayden, Geo. 
Bennett and other “big guns’’ refused to pay 
over $100 per day and did not book. Seven went 
on and there was business for twenty. President 
Maffitt says Ullman must let all reputable books 
cut in for $100 per day.

J. J. Burke succeeds John Carter as Joe Mur- 
phy's associate in the St. Louis stand when Mr. 
Carter goes to Latonia. 

Alfred Hennen Morris tells of a yearling filly 
by St. Florian, out of a sister to Russell, that 
girths 64 inches and is a perfect individual. 

The eastern critics are full of praise for Re- 
quital and Handspring, who have both grown 
and filled out to suit them. Hastings has done 
less well on the point of eyeability. 

In spite of the recent decision of the New 
York courts, public handling of money is ac- 
counted an offense on the Jockey Club tracks 
and an arrest or two has been made. 

The Eastern filly Fireside is a full sister to 
Sweet Faverdale, sold by “Pittsburg Pliill" to 
Burns & Waterhouse. She is well named, be- 
ing a daughter of Faverdale— Sweet Home. 

Capt. J. H. Rees, who was presiding judge at 
Ingleside all winter, is at Memphis. He does 
not endorse the bad opinion of Orestes, the Or- 
monde colt, and considers that he will be worthy 
his breeding and race well over a distance of 
ground. 

Mike Dwyer paid $10,000 for Ben Eder— all he 
was worth. The Fonso colt is a showy fellow. 
He first offered $7,500 and McGuigan asked 
$15,000. After sharp verbalism a compromise 
came. The colt was owned by Umbrella Bill’s 
clever wife and R. C. Chambers & Co. of Hot 
Springs, Ark. McGuigan threatens to retire. 

Tod Sloan is now under contract to Lucky 
Baldwin for the following stake events: At St. 
Louis, National Derby, Club Members’ Handi- 
cap, two-year-olds. Champion Stakes ; At Oak- 
ley, Oakley Derby, Diamond Stakes and the 
Buckeye Stakes; At Latonia, Latonia Derby, 
The Oaks, Sensation Stakes ; At Detroit. Inter 
notional Derby, Campau Stakes. At Sheeps- 
head Bay, the Futurity and Suburban Handi- 
cap; At Brooklyn, the Brooklyn Handicap. 
Baldwin’s contract with Sloan is a liberal one, 
and provides for all expenses and handsome 
bonuses in case he lands winners. A verbal con- 
tract between Slean and “Pittsburg Phil’’ also 
exists.

WEOLA BEATS HI HENRY. 

The small amount of rain which fell yester- 
day morning seemed to make the track faster 
than before, and the speed was startling, Weola 
cut half a second off the State recoi d for six fur- 
longs, and Longdale tied the seven furlong fig- 
ure. The usual Saturday crowd was out, but it 
was not a good day for the backers, as only two 
favorites won, and they were both at odds on. 

The principal event was a three-quarters of a 
mile handicap, in which Hi Henry 122, Redskin 
120, Dr. Rice 113, and Weola 90 faced the starter. 
Walkover was in at 93 pounds, but the stable 
scratched him, preferring his chances in the 
last race of the day at five and a half furlongs. 
As things turned out, it would seem as if a mis- 
take was made, for from the manner in which 
the Hankins & Johnson gelding beat Weola last 
Wednesday he should have certainly won yes- 
terday. Hi Henry and Redskin opened even 
favorites, but at starting time the latter had 
the call. Weola was well backed but Dr. Rice 
had few supporters. Dr. Rice was off in front, 
but Hi Henry and Weola made^the running at a 
merry clip to the three-quarter pole, where the 
son of Big Henry led by a length, little Clay hav- 
ing to pull up Weola to prevent being forced 
into the rails, as Hi Henry swerved. In the 
stretch Weola got her head in front, and Red- 
skin closed up. At the eighth pole Weola drew’ 
away and won handily in the fast time of 1 :14, 
Redskin beating Hi Henry a neck for the place. 
Dr. Rice was twenty lengths back. 

In the opening seven furlongs Cassa for once 
managed to get away from the post, and taking 
the lead on the back stretch she held it to the 
end, winning by a head from B F Fly Jr. 

Provident was a natural favorite in the two- 
year-old race. Hessville made the running, 
little Hathersall, keeping Provident behind, till 
well in the stretch, when she came away and 
won easily. 

There was no pronounced favorite in the sec- 
ond half of the seven furlongs, Mike Kelly and 
Mary L being most fancied. Mary L and Cam- 
pania made the running full half way down the 
stretch, when Longdale came up and w’on easily, 
in 1 :285^, equalling the state record. 

California had it all her own way in the fifth 
race, and Lillian E showed what a good filly she 
is by defeating such speedy ones as Remedy, 
Walkover, and May Fern in the last event. 

The advance fiag was dispensed with yester- 
day and the machine was need alone. 

John Brenock, of the Forsyth track, and 
Hankins & Johnson, of Sheffield, will send sev- 
eral horses to Terre Haute, for the meeting 
which begins on Monday. 

Geo. Carroll has arrived at Sheffield with sev- 
eral horses, and will race in Indiana during the 
rest of the season. 

The Lakeside Jockey Club commences its 
meeting Wednesday. The programme for the 
first six days is out. The principal event on the 
opening day is the Hammond Handicap, one 
mile, value $600. On Saturday, May 23, the 
Lakeside Handicap, one mile, $1,000, will be run, 
the entiies for which close Wednesday, May 20, 
and on Decoration Day the Decoration Day 
Handicap, one and one-quarter miles, value 
$1,500, will be the principal event.
